The Opinion which that Great Perſon had of 
its Conſideration and Weight, appears by a Note upon one of the blank Pages, figned 
with his own Hand, deſiring Sir John Gooarick to return it after a full peruſal. And 
there are alſo ſeveral Notes relating to the Subjett-matter, writ by the ſaid General up- 
on divers of the Margins. The Manuſcript would ſeem to have been preſerved by a 
ſpecial Providence, and generoully communicated to the Publiſhers by a very Worthy 
Gentleman of Yorkſhire, whoſe Name, if it be allowed, ſhall be inſerted in the Pre- 
face, or Title-page , that the Publick may know to whom it is they are ſo much 
oblig d.
